“Blood Transfussion” hag become 
a household expression. Medical 
science is improving and increasing 
its fight to keep us healthier, lon- 
ger, 

In recent years the whole field 
of heart surgery has expanded. For 
every heart operation performed, 
between 20 and 30 donors are 
needed to supply blood for the pat- 
ient. Just where this blood is to 
come from is the constant problem 
of the Red Cross. The appeal for 
donors to attend blood donor clinics 
is a constant one |. and constantly 
and increasingly necessary. 

While we all applaud the exciting 
new strides made by the medical 
men to improve our health, the Red 
Cross encourages us to remember 
that these strides would be brought 
to a hault if blood supplies to be 
used for transfusions were to drop. 

The main purpose of a_ blood 
supply healthy 
new blood in a sick body needing 
red cells that have been lost 
through haemorrhage, or that are 
inadequately produced by the ail- 
ing person, Blood transfusions are 
also given for the treatment of 
burns because anaemia results from 
the thermal destruction of red cells. 

Modern methods of taking blood 
from a donor are practically pain- 
less and Red Cross technicians 
point out that the fluid portion of 
the blood is replaced within 24 
hours, while the small proportion 
of red cells lost when a blood do- 
nation is given are replaced in from 
10 to 15 weeks.

LET’s FACE IT 

In the early centuries of our cul- 
ture, clothing worn by men and 
women was draped about the body. 
The Indian woman’s sari is a pres- 
ent-day survival of the graceful 
style which became impractical as 
civilization reached the colder 
northern climates. As soon as 
clothing began to be fitted to the 
body, there was a desire to make 
parts of a costume retain or as- 
sume a certain shape, in an effort 
to flatter the human figure. In 
today's fashions reinforcement con- 
sists of interfacing which give char- 
acter and definition to the spark- 
ling beauty and gorgeous variety 
of modern fabrics. 

A facing is used to finish and 
strengthen the raw edges of a gar- 
ment where no other finish is pos- 
sible. It is a piece of fabric cut 
either on the true bias or to the 
ame shape and grain as the gar- 
ment section to be finished. 

An interfacing, cut of careful se- 
lected material to the same shape 
is paced between the 
facing and the garment, to stiffen 
or give additional body. Interfac- 
ing is a “must” with some designs. 
On some patterns it is recommend- 
ed. others list interfacing as op- 
tional, while still others do not 
recommend it at all. If you wish 
the clothes you are making to have 
a “professional " look, always ask 
yourself whether their appearance 
would be improved by the addition 
of interfacing at certain points, 

Another kind of reinforcement is 
known as backing or lining. The 
function of a backing is to add 
body, and to strengthen and retain 
the shape of a part or the whole 
of a garment; the backing fabric 
is cut exactly the same as the gar- 
ment fabric and the two sections 
are placed together and handled as 
one. Lining also made of a sep- 
arate fabric; is more in the nature 
of a finish: it is prepared and then 
sewed into a garment. It often 
serves the same purpose as a back- 
ing. Parts of a garment subjected 
to an exceptional, such as the seat 
of a skirt, may be either backed 
or lined with knitwear and other 
stretchable fabrics, or on very sheer 
fabrics, the entire top part, or even 
the entire garment may be backed 
cr lined. Nylon net, taffeta, pellon, 
or self-fabric are among the fabrics 
commonly used. 

Suitable reinforcement should be 
used in the following instances:

To choose an interfaceing ask 
yourself three uestions: 

1, Do I expect to wash this gar- 
ment? If the answer is yes, choose 
an interfacing which is washable. 

2. What affect do I wish to 
achieve? Since several interfacings 
may be used with the same fabric, 
it iS important to consider the 
amount of stiffness or softness de- 
sived, 

3. Which interfacing fabrics are 
Suitable in weight for the garment

Brucellosis is well known, it's af- 
fects to a producer when it strikes 
is disasterous with heavy calf crop 
losses. Livestock men are in agree- 
ment that it is a threat to their 
industry and that calfhood vaccin- 
aion is he best safeguard. 

This program is the best we know 
of today, it necessitates a drive in 
the spring and in the fall by veter- 
inarians to vacinate all heifers 
against brucellosis (Bangs Disease). 

Co-operate with your captain and 
have all your heifer calves under 
restraint and ready on the date 
and at the time the veterinarian is 
to arrive. When you do this, the 
job can be done quickly and effect- 
ively without danger to the calves, 
the producer or the veterinarian. 

This program which requires 
handling of the heifer calves can 
be difficult for you or can be easily 
handled. If you do not have suit- 
able corrals or chute, build same, 
they need not be expensive or 
elaborate. Adequate handling facil- 
ities make the job easy and elimin- 
ates the danger of injury to your- 
self or the veterinarian. 

Calves should be handled quietly, 
avoiding a lot of chasing and the 
resulting “heated up" animal. A 
chute should be built, a calf chute 
15 inches wide and 4's feet high 
is ideal for vaccination and ear 
tagging, Some owners have built 
a false wall in their present chutes 
to cut down the width so calves 
can be easily handled. When only 
a few calves are to be vaccinated 
they can be squeezed with a gate

COYOTE CONTROL: Within the 
next few weeks the Agricultural 
Service Board will be making the 
decision whether or not to engage 
in a 1080 poison program. This 
may be somewhat of a difficult 
decision to make since there are 
some who are violently opposed to 
the wholesale slaughter of coyotes, 
while at the same time many poul- 
try and some stockmen are very 
anxious to kill off as many 4s 
many as possible. 

It has not been our policy to try 
to exterminate the coyotes but 
rather to hold the population down 
to safe levels and thereby maintain 
as much as possible a balance of 
nature. 

The 1080 bait which we prepare 
by using horse meat and set out 
only during the dead of winter, is 
very deadly and we must exercise 
| extreme caution in selecting suit- 
lable bait stations. We are limited 
to one bait per township and there 
must be at least one clear mile be- 


tween any bait set and the nearest | 


habitation. Naturally we must also 
consider the need for or the lack 
of it before we will select and es- 
tablish a bait station jn any lo- 
cality. 

During the next week I would 
like to hear from those people who 
consider that there is sufficient 
need, if such a need exists, to set 
up a 1080 poison program. Please 
keep in mind that strychnine pell- 
ets are always available and can 
be used safely for local coyote 
problems. All you need to do is 
contact us for supplies and in- 
structions on their use.

FALL TILLAGE PROFITABLE 


Years of studying different tillage 
practices on Experimental Farms 
and Illustration Stations of the 
Cunada Department of Agriculture 
in the Prairie Provinces have shown 
that crop production can be increas- 
ed through the use of fall tillage 
practices 

Increased Yields. The results of 
experiments made at the Experimen 
tal Farm, Brandon, Manitoba, with 
fall tillage practices on stubble land 
containing combine straw, show that 
fall tillage increased yields appre- 
ciably. The three-year average yields 


in a fallow, wheat, wheat rotation 
were as follows: Fall tillage — 2286 
bushels per acre; no fall tillas we — 
18.5 bushels per acre. Little differ- 


ence was found in the effectivenes- 
of fall tillage when the following 
implements were compared — the 
moldboard plow, the oneway disc, 
and the heavy duty cultivator with 
wide shovels. 

Other Benefits. The Manitoba ex- 
periments showed that, preceding 
the fallow year, alter harvest tillage 
with a heavy duty cultivator equip- 
ped with shovels, or with a oneway, 
is an effective way of controlling 
weeds, particularly perennials Fall 
tillage also reduced the total num- 
ber of cultivations needed in the fal- 
low year, thereby helping to main- 
tain a more effective trash cover 
and reducing the possibility of soil 
erosion by wind and water 

On Thistle Control. Infestations 
of Canada Thistle and Perennal Sow 
Thistle in cropped fields can be 
reduced spraying with 2,4-D 
Kater at the rate of 54 to 1 pound 
per acre as soon as the crop is re- 
moved For best results, however, 
this operation should be followed, 
two or three weeks later, by cultiva- 
tion of the field. The following year 

grain crop should be sprayed, 
ey in the 3- to 4-leaf stage, a a 
the rate of 9 ounces of 2,4-D
